Model Schoolhouses 
Sent by Parcel Post 


Washington—Sending cardboard mod- 
els of schoolhouses by parcel post is 
the latest device of the United States 
bureau of education for arousing in- 
terest in attractive school buildings at 
low cost for rural communities. The 
models are made to fold flat and are 
shioped by mail to local authorities, 
normal schools, and other agencies, Jor 
use during a limited period. A number 
have already been sent to points in the 
West and Southwest. 

Models for one, two and four-room 
schoola are provided. The buildings 
are planned especially for rural com- 
munities, where low coat is the first 
essential. They represent the very 
latest in school architecture; they are 
unusually attractive to look at ; they are 
up to the minute in hygienic arrange- 
ments; yet they are within the means 
of the smallest communities. 

The models show all the details, 
within and without, and they are con- 
structed to scale. Full directions ac- 
company them. 

It is believed that these models will 
be of great assistance to school auth- 
orities in small rural communities who 
cannot afford to engage a school arch- 
itect, yet are ambitious to have their 
schoolhouse up-to-date in every partic- 
ular. With one of these models to 
work from, Dr. Dresslar asserts, any 
carpenter will be able to build a school- 
house for his district that will mect 
every modern requirement. 


Hetch Hetchy Differences 
Are Settled by Agreement 


W ashington—Final draft of the Hetch 
Hetchy bill for San Francisco’s muni- 
cipal water supply, which reserves to 
tne Turlock-Modesto irrigation district 
2350 second feet of water has been 
completed and is now under considera- 
tion by the house public lands commit- 
tee. San Francicsuo officials and the 
representatives of the irrigationists 
expressed themselves as satisfied with 
the ending of the long series of confer- 
ences which has been conducted here. 

The disputed points were settled by 
the oflicials of the interior department, 
who were brought in as arbitrators. 

The water allotment to the irrigation 
district remains as originally proposed 
by the city. The area to be irrigated 
by this allotment is increased about 
50,000 acres without increasing the 
amount of water to be diverted. The 
city is required to guarantee the prior 
rights of the irrigation districts and 
insure the natural flow of the Tuolumne 
up to 2350 second feet. 

In addition, during sixty days in the 
year when the flood waters are running 
to the sea, the irrigation districts are 
given the right to take the waste wa- 
ter up to 4000 second feet and store it 
for beneficial use,

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HB JAPANESE boy has a school 
experience quite similar to that 
of the United States boy, writes 
Dr. Henry 8S. Pritchett in the 
Youth’s Companion. He begins 

his education at the end of the sixth 
year mM a primary school, in which he 
spends six years. In this school great 
stress is laid on moral education. The 
middle school, which follows it, lasts 
five years, and corresponds in part to 
the last years of the grades U. 8. 
schools and the first year of high 
school. 

¢From the middle school a boy either 
goes to a college to learn a vocation 
or enters a higher school for a three 
years’ course in preparation for the 
university. On completion of the 
higher school he may enter one of the 
two imperial universities, which have 
professional courses in law, medicine, 
science, literature, philosophy, engi- 
neering and agriculture similar in all 
respects to the courses tn the better 
universities of our own country, 

The Japanese boy thus begins his 
education at about the same age as 
the boy in the United States, enters 
the university a little younger than 
the United States boy, and finishes 
his professional school somewere be- 
tween the ages of twenty-three and 
twenty-five. 

The Same Form of Education, 

For girls the elementary school {s 
the same as for boys, but after the ele- 
mentary school they generally go for a 
period of four or five years to a high- 
learn 


foreign languages, 


gymnastics—subjects that many girlg 


pursue in Canada and the United 
States. So far, therefore, as the char- 
acter of the schools is concerned and 
the subjects that boys and girls study, 
Japanese youth and youths in Canada 
and the United States are educated in 
much the same way. 

Dr. Pritchett points out, however, 
there is one remarkable differeuce of 
detail in the school 
Japan and in America that arises out 
of the comparative isolation of the 
Japanese people from other highly 
civilized industrial nations, and which 
cannot fail to have an enormous ef: 
fect, not only upon the intellectual de 
velopment of the youth of the nation, 
but also upon their relations to the 
citizens of other countries. The peo 
ple of Japan speak a language which 
the citizen of no other civilized nation 
expects to learn. 

In order, therefore, that Japan may 
be in touch with other nations, Japan- 
ese children must learn a foreign lan- 
guage, and must learn it well. The 
international language of Japan is 
English, and it is not too much to say 
that in Japan today English, with 
the resulting knowledge of the litera- 
ture, 1s the most influential single 
study that the Japanese child pursues. 

The English-speaking nations have 
every reason to be glad and proud over

Britain. It represents, itn fact, an ef- 
fort on the part of this progressive 
nation to adopt into her own civiliza- 
tion those moral and practical ideals 
which she has recognized with friend- 
ly admiration in Great Britain and in 
America. 
Other Polnts of Similarity. 

Not only is the form of education 
much the same !n America and Japan, 
but a comparison of Japanese and 
American student {deals shows extra- 
ordinary points of similarity. The Ja- 
panese show alertness, resourceful- 
ness and power of initiative. Further- 
more, in the Japanese student is the 
extrdordinary individual ambition to 
succeed, coupled generally with an 
idealistic impulse toward patriotic and 
social service. 

The Japanese people have inherited 
a deep reverential devotion toward the 
{imperial house which affects student 
ideals as profoundly as those of other 
groups of the population. This intense 
feeling is the heritage of many cen- 
turies. 

As a consequence of this deep nat- 
fonal feeling, the Japanese’ student 
takes his education not simply as a 
personal opportunity, but as a part of 
his service to his sovereign and to his 
country, 

It goes without saying that in Japan, 
as in other parts of the world, there 
are students who are lazy and indif- 


3S a 


ferent and who fall by the wayside; 
but on the other hand, the average 
college student of Japan looks upon 
his education less in the light of a per- 
sonal opportunity and more in the 
nature of a call to serve his sover- 
eign and his country. College spirit 
is with him synonymous with patriot- 
ism. It is not local, but national. 

With him, education is a matter of 
personal ambition, but always with the 
ideal of serving his native land. 

The influence that goes far to con- 
ceal from the outside observer the 
fact that the underlying ideals of the 
Japanese and American student are 
much alike is~the difference in the 
philosophy of life between the east 
and the west. 

The philosophy that the Japanese 
student learns teaches him to repress 
his emotions, to conceal from the 
world the evidences of suffering and 
of joy, of love and of hate. The phil- 
osophy of the westerner permits him 
to exhibit freely these emotions. 

But the educated westerner who can 
look below the surface to the human 
nature beneath will understand that a 
Japanese gentleman has a heart in hia 
bosom, even if his code of life teaches 
hing to express his joy and his sor- 
row in ways that to western eyes 
seem cold. 


‘ Official Cats. 

Nowadays there do not appear to be 
any human rat-catchers on the estab- 
lishment of the civil service, but some 
government offices maintain cats for 
this work. .At the general postoffice, 
for example, there .is a staff of cats 
charged with the duty of protecting 
his majesty’s mails from rats. In re- 
turn they are provided, out of the pub- 
lic purse, with free board and lodging. 


The staff of the Deptford victualing | 


yard includes cats. In France cats are 
specially trained for government em- 
ployment. To fit them for service 
‘among military stores they are at first 
sent for one or two voyages On a war- 
ship. If they prove equal to killing 
the rats always found ‘in the holds of 
large ships they are promoted to a 
shore billet—London Chronicle. 


Monster Radder for Liner. 

A rudder with a doorway into the 
interior is a feature of the Cunarder 
Aquitania, which is shortly to be 
launched. The rudder has just been 
placed in position, and fs so large that 
a doorway has been constructed in the 
lower part to admit workmen, so that 


they can remove the pin which con- 
nects the rudder to the ship. This pin 
is four feet long, and bigger than the 
heaviest projectile made for modern 
artillery, When delivered at the build. 
ers’ yard the rudder was in three 
parts After they had been connected 
and laid upon the ground the distance 
that had to be walked to pdss round 
the rudder was over 100 feet.

PORTO RICANS EXPRESS PREFER: 
ENCE FOR SPANISH TONGUE. 


| House of Delegates Has Put Itself on 


Record In the Matter In a Way 
That There Can Be No Mie 
understanding. 

Letters and telegrams from San 
Juan, Porto Rico, indicate that among 
the most important of the problems in 
that island possession with which 


| President Wilson soon will have to 


deal, and in which he will be interest- 
ed both as chief executive and as an 
educator, is the fight now being made 
by the Unionist party there to force 
the teaching of the English language 
into the background of the education- 
al system of the island, says the New 
York World. 

The Porto Rico house of delegates, 
which is solidly Porto Rican in mem- 
bership, has just passed unanimously 
a bill which reads: 

“It is hereby ordered that the Span- 
ish language be exclusively used in 
the graded schools of Porto Rico tn all 
recitations and exercises; provided, 
however, that the English language 
be taught as a preferred subject in all 
grades.” * 

In most of the schools the second 
clause would be necessarily inopera- 
tive because of the fact that the ma- 
jority of the native teachers—and they 
are greatly in the majority in the 
Island—do not understand the English 
language and hence cannot teach it. 
And even if they could, the devoting 
ofa limited period of each day would 
accomplish little, especially as most 
of the children do not care to learn 
English. Proof of this disinclination 
1s shown in the fact that outside of 
their classes the pupils rarely make 
even an attempt to speak English. 

Defending the measure against a 
storm of criticism by Americans in 
Porto Rico, Antonio Barcelo, president 
of the Unionist party, has issued a 
public statement attacking those who 
oppose the bill) Senor Barcelo is the 
personal representative of Luis Munos 
Rivers, delegate from Porto Rico to 
Washington. He says in part: 

“The whole country is defending 
through us the language of our native 
land. Perhaps you will find some new 
Porto Ricans willing to forget what 
they are, and even the language of 
their mothers. They will flatter in 


~/(hé bést English imaginable; they will 


speak of how contented they live un- 
der this regime. 

“The lower house was never so true 
to itself and to the people it repre- 
sented as when it approved on that 
happy occasion the bill referred to. 
The action of the house is full of sig- 
nificance. It means that Porto Rico 
wants to be Porto Rican: it means 
that the language of our forefathers 
must be kept in all its purity, never 
to disappear. We want our children 
to learn, but in the language they 
learned to say their first prayer to 
God; in which they understood the 
first loving words of their mothers. 
We are defending the language of our 
homes. We love our country, small 
and weak as {t {s; here we were born, 
and death will find us here. There is 
net a single sincere Porto Rican ‘who 


has failed to approve of our action. 


The country has learned of {t with ap- 
plause and gladness. 

“There are other potent reasons for 
our action, which only a blind man 
will fail to see. The purpose of our 
schools is not to teach English, but to 
diffuse learning; their object ts to de- 
velop the mental faculties of our chil- 
dren ,to cultivate their intelligence 
and educate their character. Lan- 
guage is the only means to reach that 
end.” 


80,000,000 Cigar Boxes Used In Year. 

Cigar boxes are a negligible quan- 
tity to the average smoker, but how 
many ever stopped to think of the 
number used each year or where they 
come from? Thirty million {s the 
total supplied to the manufactlrers 
of the seductive weed each year. The 
best boxes come from Cuba and are 
known as Spanish cedar. 

After the war with Spain the sup- 
ply of this wood was greatly dimin- 
Ished and its price raised, so that for 
a time cigar dealers mere obliged to 
find a substitute for this kind of 
cedar. 

Various woods were tried, but 
trouble was found in selling these 
boxes, because connoisseurs insisted 
that a fine cigar was spoiled by put- 
ting ft in any but a box made of 
Spanish cedar. This wood always 
retains the flavor of a good cigar.

VARIED LENGTH OF INFANCY 


Period of Helplessness Seems to Coin 
olde with the Size of the 
Animal. 

It is often remarked that the infancy 
of human beings today is longer than 
{t formerly was. This seems to be in 
evitable, owing to the higher state o! 
society. In a general way the more| 
highly developed an animal is the 
longer an apprenticeship it will have 
to serve before it is ready to cut loose 
from parental and other restraints and 

shift for itself. 

Two interesting books have recently | 
been brought out, which treat of this 
matter in infancy as applied to the va- 
rious animals. The period of infancy 
varies very widely. Mice have prac- 
tically no Infancy, but at six weeks are 
Parents of more mice. Human beings 
are helpless at birth and for years 
after. The horse is “grown up” at 
three years, while the elephant re 
quires seven or eight times that length 
of time to develop fully. Thus the 
elephant is just entering upon life 
when the horse is ready to die of old 
age. 

In a general way, says the Path- 
finder, the length of-infancy tends to 
run parallel] with the relative bulk of 
the animai—the iarger animals re 
quiritig more time to grow and devel- 
op their full vigor. In some cases low- 
er animals attain maturity only by a 
succession of curious stages. The shell 
of a crab when once hardened cannot 
grow and the crab {s forced to molt or 
cast off his outgrown shell from time 
to time and grow a new one a little 
larger. fe 

A crab when growing this new shell 
is known as soft shell or “soft” crab, | 
and at such times he is, of course, es- 
pecially subject to attack from his 
enemies, as the shell, which is the nat- 
ural armor, is wanting. In museums 
there are exhibits of as many as four- 
teen castoff shells of a single crab, be- 
ginning with a very tiny one and each 
one just a size larger than the last. 

Shellfish have their skeletons out- 
side them in the form of their shells 
instead of inside them. But what a 
‘waste of material is involved in a sys- 
tem which requires them to manufac- 
ture a new skeleton every new moon 
or at other short intervals, only to be 
thrown away as soon as it is finished. 

The state of development of ani- 
mals when born depends a great deal 
on the conditions that are to surround 
them during infancy. Young rabbits. 
which are born in an _ underground 
burrow, are blind, naked and helpless 
at birth; the young hare, which is own 
cousin to the rabbit, js born with tts 
eyes open and covered with fur, and 
this because it is born above ground, 
where it {s exposed both to the in- 
clemency of the weather and predatory 
foes. Thus in a measure each Is suit- 
ed to its surroundings. 


Was Nursed by Napoleon. 

The centenary of the battle of Wa- 
terloo will be due in another two 
years and naturally old people who 
can remember that epoch-making 
event are very few. Probably the most 
{interesting link with those old days 
{s the centenarian at Neuilly, France, 
who claims that when he was a child 
he was often held in the arma of the 
great Napoleon himself. 

He was born in 1807, four years be- 
fore the emperor’s son, the king of 
Rome, with whom he played in the 
park at St. Cloud. He still possesses 
one of the dolls which contributed to 
the amusement of “L’Aiglon,” as Na- 
poleon’s ill-fated heir has been his 
torically nicknamed. The patriarch is 
a bachelor, and without relatives. For 
fifty years milk has been his only food. 
He keeps a roof above his head and 
clothes himself decently on 80 cents 
a day allowed him by the Assistance 
Publique. 


Expensive Boat Race. 

A writer in Bailey’s Magazine of 
Hngland has been figuring on the cost 
of the annual boat race between Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, and says the ex- 


mately estimated at $3,000 for each. 
He then says that as the contest rare- 


the cost works out at about $300 per 
minute, or about $8 every time the 


oars dip into the water. The cost of 
the boats is placed at $250, and the 
oars at $70, the rest of the money go- 
ing for preparation from October un- 
til the day of the race. The writer 
seems to think that $3,000 is a good 
deal of money to spend on a college 
crew (observes’ the New York Eve 
ning Post). It would be interesting 
to know what he would think of many 
times that amount spent upon the 
American college crews for the an- 
nual races.
